ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1928. 


HE Committee have much pleasure in laying before 
the Governors of the Corporation their Report for 
the past year. 


The year 1923 will be notable because it records two 
advances in the progress of the Seamen’s Hospital Society. 
Consequent upon the decision to remove the Royal Hospital 
School boys to new premises in Suffolk, the Admiralty have 
generously granted the Society a new and extended lease for 
99 years, comprising the buildings and grounds of the Dread- 
nought Hospital, and, in addition, the Infirmary of the Royal 
Hospital School, Greenwich, and the grounds surrounding 
it, on the south side of the Romney Road. 


This extension of site will provide facilities for the erec- 
tion of a Nurses’ Home and other departments, for which 
Lord Devonport raised a fund, and will afford opportunity for 
the extensive improvements in the old building which are 
urgently needed. Plans are now being prepared for the erec- 
tion of the Nurses’ Home and other improvements, and these 
will be carried out in the immediate future. 


There has also been fulfilled a scheme which was first 
under consideration in the year 1888, that is, the establish- 
ment of a Branch of the Society in the Tilbury Docks. At 
that time the Committee did not feel justified in undertaking 
the care and responsibility of another establishment, and 
although the matter has been receiving attention on more than 
one occasion during the intervening years, it has not been 
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possible to bring it to fruition. In the year 1896 a small 
Hospital was established in the Tilbury Docks, with accom- 
modation for 15 in-patients. This Institution, known as the 
‘Passmore Edwards’ District Cottage Hospital,” has done 
excellent work; but, in view of the extension of the docks, 
the Committee of that Hospital felt that it was time the 
establishment was enlarged and brought up to date, to enable 
it to meet the increased demands which will be made upon it. 


TILBURY HOSPITAL. 


Accordingly the Seamen’s Hospital Society was 
approached with the request that they should take over the 
management of the “Passmore Edwards’ District Cottage 
Hospital.” This additional responsibility the Committee has 
accepted, and the Hospital passed into their administration as 
from January Ist, 1924. In future, this Hospital will be known 
as the “Tilbury Hospital,” the name “ Passmore Edwards ” 
being retained in connection with the present building, which 
will form one of the wings of the Hospital when enlarged. 
Dr. J. J. S. Rowe, an old official of the Society, who has served 
for some years at the Hospital at Greenwich, has been 
appointed Resident Medical Officer at Tilbury, and took up 
his duties on the lst January, and the Committee have every 
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confidence in feeling that the traditions of the Dreadnought 
will be maintained in this new branch of their activities. It 
is hoped to extend the Hospital, so as to afford proper accom- 
modation for the Out-Patient Department and to bring up 
to 30 the number of beds for in-patients. 


Before handing over to the Seamen’s Hospital Society 
the former Tilbury Hospital Committee had made arrange- 
ments for the provision and housing of an X-Ray installation 
of the latest pattern, and had also completely re-equipped the 
operating theatre. 


An important feature of this Hospital is that, by the 
generosity of Mr. P. J. Singhanee, of Bombay, separate 
accommodation is provided for Indian patients. Mr. Sing- 
hanee presented a sum of One Lakh of Rupees (£6,732) for 
the construction and equipment of the ward and for its 
endowment. This ward ts now wn the course of erection. 


The acquisition of the Tilbury Hospital rounds off the 
Society’s work, making them responsible for sick and injured 
‘Seamen in the whole of the Port of London. 


While the Society has been extending its activities in 
these new directions it is gratifying to report that the work in 
all its Institutions has been carried on with greater vigour, 
and in almost every instance the number of patients treated 
shows an increase. The figures for the year are as follows:—

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The Committee record, with deep regret, the death in 
March last, of Captain H. B. Hooper, R.I.M., who was 
elected to the office of Deputy-Chairman just one year pre- 
viously. He had served on the Committee since 1907. 
Captain Hooper was Vice-Chairman and Managing Director 
of the General Steam Navigation Company, a partner in 
Messrs. Gray, Dawes & Co., a Director of the Atlas Assur- 
ance Company, Chairman of Lloyd’s Classification Committee, 
a member of the Board of Trade Committee of Shipping and 
Shipbuilding, and of the Committee of the Chamber of Ship- 
ping of the United Kingdom. Busy man though he was, yet he 
rarely missed paying a weekly visit to the Dreadnought Hos- 
pital. He is greatly missed by those who had the privilege 
of being associated with him in the work of the Seamen’s 
Hospital Society.

By kind permission of Sir Frank Dyson, the Astronomer 
Royal, the Annual Garden Party arranged by the Seamen’s 
Hospital Aid Committee, usually held in the grounds of the 
Dreadnought Hospital, took place in the grounds of the Royal 
Observatory, on Thursday, ‘the 19th July. The Observatory 
was thrown open to inspection, and though the weather was 
not kind, a very large number of visitors attended. 


A Féte was held.at King George’s Sanatorium, on 


Wednesday, the 29th August. Lord Selborne very kindly 
attended and declared the Féte open, and large numbers of 
persons were present, in spite of the extremely wet weather. 
The function resulted in a sum of £305 18s. being placed to 
the credit of the fund for stalling an X-Ray apparatus at 
the Sanatorium. ‘His Majesty the King graciously sent three 
brace of grouse to be sold at the Féte, and these realised a 
sum. of £6: 10s. 

The Angas Convalescent Home at Cudham has done 
splendid work throughout the year, a daily average of over 
23 having been maintained throughout 1923. It is felt that 
there isa great need for a Recreation Room, for accommoda- 
tion for officer patients, and also for Nurses, who may be sent 
to the Home to convalesce. Plans are being prepared for 
this extension, and it is hoped that before long the additional 
facilities may be aftorded. | 


Admiral of the Fleet sir Elenry Jackson has rendered 
great assistance in connection with the installation of a wire- 
less apparatus at the Home. This is greatly appreciated by 
the men and the staff, as the Home is very isolated, and far 


from any place of amusement. 


The Hospitals’ Welfare Society have once more come to 
the aid of the Seamen’s Hospital Society, and during the year 
19238, the generous sum of $750 has been received from this 


organisation—£225 more than last year. 


The Mayor of Greenwich, Mr. Councillor E. M. Dence, 
has very generously supported the Hospital during his year 
of office. “The successful Concert organised by him at the 
Blackheath Concert Hall, on the 8th November, on the eve 
of the end of his year of office, in aid of the local hospitals, 
resulted in a sum of £70 being allocated to the Dreadnought 
Hospital. 
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The Albert Dock Hospital is much indebted to Mr. 
J. A. Leary, an old friend of the Society, who, with others, 
has presented a wireless installation to that Branch of the 
Society’s work. 


Mr. Woolterton has most generously given a beautiful 
cabinet gramophone to the nursing staff of the Hospital. 
This is a very welcome gift indeed, and a great joy to the 
sisters and nurses. 


King George’s Sanatorium has had a busy and successful 
year. 

Owing to the kind assistance of the many friends of the 
Sanatorium, an X-Ray Apparatus has been installed—this 
will be of inestimable assistance in the treatment of the 
patients. 


Many valuable gifts have been presented to the Sana- 
torium during the year, including an oil painting, which 
Admiral Jervoise has been good enough to give for the 
chapel, and a billiard table from Lady Bourdillon. 


A stained glass window has been placed in the chapel 
of the Sanatorium to the memory of the late Mr. Cecil B. 
Miller, a patient in the Sanatorium for 18 months. The 
window was dedicated by Bishop Crossley on the 7th 
Decemper. 


The Annual Entertainments at the “East Ham Palace,” 
took place on the 15th and 16th November. The Society is 
much indebted to Mr. R. W. Vagnolini and the Entertain- 
ment Committee for the consistent and untiring labours 


exerted on behalf of the Albert Dock Hospital. 
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The Dreadnought Hospital is again greatly indebted to 
the Seamen’s Hospital Aid Committee, who are not only 
endowing a third bed in the Hospital, but who have rendered 
great assistance by organising dances, whist drives, concerts 
on Greenwich Pier, and in many other ways have augmented 
the funds of the Institution.
